HEN the last of the 35 
Famous Americans stamps will 
have appeared next October, 


it is expected that a total of 
5,000,000 first day covers will have been 
sent of this series. Below we print the 
figures of first day sale of the first 25 
stamps issued. The 25 stamps alone ac- 
counted for nearly 4,000,000 covers and 
rolled up first day sales of stamps with a 
face value of nearly a third of a million 
dollars. It is evident from the small 
difference between first day sales of the 
various series that non-philatelic send- 
ings are not a large portion of most first 
day mailings. Despite the large volume of 
covers, the average number sent was less 
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than usual for commemoratives, account- 
ed for by the rapid issuance of the first 
25. When the Pony Express stamp was 
issued April 3 355,438 covers were sent 
from St. Joseph and Sacramento com- 
bined. 182,401 were sent of the Pan- 
American Union stamp. 

That Washington, D. C. is no better 
as a first day city has again been proven. 
When the series was first announced, sev- 
eral interested persons there proceeded 
to try to have the entire series issued 
first day there. The poor showing of the 
2c Sousa and 5c Reed stamps, despite 
inclusion of mail orders to the Agency, 
answer these people.

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Million First Day Covers 


Many collectors did not send the 
Authors and Poets covers and after the 
stamps were seen and appreciated the 
demand for these increased, but there 
should be no great shortage. 

The first 25 of the Famous Americans 
appeared in rapid succession, almost ir- 
reverently so quickly did they appear. 
The first day sales were the occasion of 
local celebrations and ceremonies which 
followed a pattern almost identical. Rel- 
atives, sometimes rather distant, of the 
persons depicted were sold the first sheet 
and local newspapers printed the picture 
of this sale with about as much attention 
as one of the lesser homicides. 

On May 1 the Chicago Daily News in 
an editorial page cartoon pictured in the 
“awful truth” just how many of us felt 
by the time June 10 rolled around and 
we knew we were in for a slight breath- 
ing spell at last. It shows a rear view of 
a rapidly walking Postmaster General, a 
campaign banner in his hand, a path of 
new issues in his wake, and a collector 
with tongue hanging out and patch on 
trousers running with opened album try- 
ing to keep up with the new issues. 

Out in Boulder, Colorado lives a Dr. 
Walter K. Reed, distant relative of the 
military medico depicted on the Sc 
Scientists and some friend of his stuck 
one of these stamps on a post card, 
wrote “Boulder, Colo.” beneath and on 
April 18th it was received at the Boulder 
office and promptly delivered to the 
namesake. 

In the March issue of Pencil Points, 
Talbot F. Hamlin, architect and “art 
authority” scathingly criticised the de- 
signs of our stamps, using some rather 
bitter adjectives including “vile colors,” 
“stupidly conventional designs,” etc. 

The Postmaster General delivered at 
most of the first day sales speeches which 
were of a general eulogistic tone concern- 
ing the person commemorated. He was 
joined in these appearances by the local 
postmaster, relatives of the late lament- 
ed, local political bigwigs and civic ce- 
lebrities in general. The ceremonies were 
very much like the laying of a corner- 
stone, post office dedication and the like, 
but crowds turned out for all. 

Even Life magazine commented edi- 
torially upon the astuteness of the 10c 
Booker Washington issue, terming the 
stamp “a shrewd Democratic coup.” 
Coup or not, it proved very popular with 
the negroes and despite the handicap of 
using a 10c stamp on letter mail, sales 
were heavy of this stamp depicting for 
the first time one of their race.

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For the Bardstown, Ky., first day of 
the lc Foster stamp, Leopold Stokowski 
arranged a broadcast of “My Old Ken- 
tucky Home” while film stars such as Al 
Jolson, who had played characters in the 
movie version of Foster’s life, were on 
hand for the ceremonies. The late Wal- 
ter Connolly also was present. 

When the Charles W. Eliot stamps had 
their first day sales at Cambridge, Mass., 
on March 28, Postmaster-General James 
A. Farley was present on the invitation 
of the Harvard University Stamp Club 
to present the first sheets of the stamps 
to Rev. Samuel A. Eliot and Charles W. 
Eliot, III, son and great-grandson re- 
spectively of the famous educator. The 
presentation ceremonies took place in 
Harvard’s Eliot House, named after 
Charles W. Eliot, President of Harvard 
University from 1869 to 1909.

The ceremony was opened at 10:45 
A. M. by Max D. Gaebler, President of 
the Harvard University Stamp Club, who 
introduced Mr. Farley to a gathering of 
the Eliot family, Boston and Cambridge 
postal officials, and members of the Har- 
vard Stamp Club. In a short talk pre- 
ceding the presentation Mr. Farley gave 
President Roosevelt the entire credit for 
having had the Famous Americans series 
issued. After receiving his specially 
framed sheet of stamps, Rev. Samuel A. 
Eliot, speaking for the Eliot family, 
thanked Mr. Farley for the philatelic 
recognition given his father. Then Jerome 
D. Greene, Secretary to the Corporation 
and Board of Overseers of Harvard Uni- 
versity, closed the meeting by expressing 
the university’s appreciation for the hon- 
oring of so many of her sons in the fa- 
mous Americans series. Of the 32 men 
appearing in this series 13 (or 40.6%) 
hold Harvard degrees. 

The Chicago Daily News of April 24 
printed a picture of Frank D. Keyser, 
engineer since 1893 at Hull House, gaz- 
ing with hat in hand at the photograph 
of Miss Addams which served as model 
for the stamp portrait. 


When the 5c Frances Willard stamp 
went on sale at Evanston, Mrs. D. Leigh 
Colvin, ranking W. C. T. U. officer pres- 
ent, did not bother to buy just one sheet, 
but laid in a goodly stock of the stamps 
in a purchase personally handled by Post- 
master George N. Taylor at the window 
marked “Willard Stamps Only” at the 
Evanston, IIl., post office. 

Dr. Long’s whiskered portrait drew 


criticism of the stamp, since the Jeffer- 


—— 


son, Ga., and Capitol statues depict him 
without these adornments. The pictures 
selected were apparently gathered from 
the first source, and this proved in sey. 
eral instances to be unidentified clippings 
from magazines at the Library of Con. 
gress. 

While the switching of denomination 
so that Booker Washington finally ap. 
peared on a 10c stamp drew some com. 
ment, the stamp’s denomination actually 
proved one used frequently by Southem 
negroes. Swains, it is said, make a prac. 
tice of sending their love-letters special 
delivery. 

The stamps had a short period of sale 
at post offices, due principally to the 
small quantities supplied. They were sold 
indiscriminately and attracted much at. 
tention from folk who were not stamp 
collectors. 

The demand at first for used sets was 
heavy, but prices had dropped, as well 
as demand, by June as_ considerable 
quantities were forthcoming from ordi. 
nary mail. The poor centering of the 
5c and 10c however made it difficult for 
dealers to obtain quantities of superb 
sets. A ready sale for used sets of 35 
once the two remaining sets are issued 
seems likely. 

There is little evidence that unused 
sheets of these stamps are being laid 
aside in quantity, since most speculators 
are still trying to get rid of earlier issues,

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1941 Scott Catalogue To Have 
New Features 





Two new features of particular im- 
portance are to be incorporated in the 
1941 edition of the Scott Standard Post- 
age Stamp Catalogue. Issues of the same 
design which covered a period of years 
will have the year of issue of each stamp 
in parentheses following the color. This 
will be added to the descriptions of is- 
sues regrouped in the last edition (which 
were mainly British colonials) and new 
regroupings as well. Illustrations of wa- 
termarks will now be found with the 
countries instead of being grouped in a 
separate section of the catalogue, saving 
much time in checking when classifying 
stamps. The publishers have also an- 
nounced that over 550 illustrations of 
overprints and surcharges are being re- 
placed with new and clearer illustrations 
in the exact size of the original overprint. 
The revisions started with the last couple 
editions will be continued in the present 
edition. Advance sheets will start to 
appear the week of July 23, with foreign 
countries first in alphabetical order and 
U. S. last. Subscriptions are now being 
taken for these by Scott Publications 
Inc., the sections being mailed in install- 
ments every few days. The date of pub- 
lication of the complete catalogue has 
not been announced, but is expected to 
be the latter part of September. 


Postal Note Stamps 





Canada “to stop the sale and use of 
postage stamps for remitcances” has 
changed the Postal Note Stamps its 
issues and in future will term them 
“Postal Note Scrip.” The stamps may be 
used to increase value of Postal Notes 
in sums not larger than 9c; to make re- 
mittances no larger than 9c; to pay fees 
for revalidating money orders or postal 
notes that have lapsed. The scrip is re- 
deemable at post offices. They are not 
good for postage. Denominations are lc, 
dc and Sc.

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Philippine Notes 


By PasLo M. ESPERIDION 





Withdrawal of old stocks of Philippine 
stamps from sale has been set for July 
31, it was learned by this correspondent 
from the postal authorities. Stamps to be 
withdrawn, as reported in this column 
before, are the old issues of the regular 
postage; old issues of the “O.B.”; the 
Clipper stamps; the 75th Anniversary of 
the Birth of Dr. Jose Rizal; the Arnacal 
(Manila-Madrid) and the Eucharistic 
Congress commemoratives. 





The 20c Special Delivery, both the 
regular issue and overprinted “O.B.,” 
however, will not be withdrawn from 
sale, according to the postal officials. 





Due to the war developments in 
Europe, Philippine mail for England, Ire- 
land, France, Switzerland, Spain, Portu- 
gal, Gibraltar, Morroco, Algeria and 
Tunisia, are now being routed via the 
United States. This announcement was 
made by the Bureau of Posts on June 
18 and was put into effect immediately. 





Mail for Germany and other countries 
under her control are coursed via Kobe 
for onward transmission on the Trans- 
Siberian Railway, the Bureau of Posts 
further announced. 





The Manila office of the United States 
Life Insurance in New York donates all 
its business reply envelopes franked with 
3c dues to the local Associated Charities. 





A report received in Manila states that 
American stamps with fake “PHILIP- 
PINES” overprints were going places in 
the New York market. 





As reported in this column before, 
there are only 19 postal cancellation slo- 
gans issued by the Philippines, the first 
having been used on July 12, 1930. For 
guidance of collectors of this sideline, a 
check list is hereby given as furnished by 
the Director of Posts upon request of 
this correspondent:

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Stamps In The News 





Canadian Territory Falls 





There has been much talk of what 
might happen if Germany seized part of 
Canada, yet almost unnoticed this has 
happened! For the Nazi armies now 
control a portion of the Dominion. 
Stamp collectors will recall the Vimy 
Ridge commemoratives of France issued 
on July 26, 1936, when in the presence 
of veterans and high officials King Ed- 








ward VIII, the new Governor of the Ba- 
hamas, unveiled the great memorial to 
Canada’s war dead at Vimy Ridge where 
thousands of Canadians lie buried. France 
issued commemorative adhesives and 
souvenir cards, of a rather mediocre de- 
sign, depicting the memorial which is (or 
was) 125 feet high. We say “was” since 
it has been charged, and denied, that 
Nazi bombers deliberately destroyed the 
monument which consumed ten years in 
erecting. As one feature of the services, 
France ceded to Canada the territory in 
which the memorial stands, so that this 
monument and the graves in Europe 
should be a part of Canada. Canada’s 
lone overseas possession has thus fallen 
to the enemy of 1914 and 1940.

Editor’s Notebook 


FIRST DAY Columnists, particularly 
COVERS the anonymous ones, de- 

light in feuding in print 
and often in their search for something 
to call names, ignore the truth and rush 
into print with some statements that are 
often a long way from the truth. One 
of these gentry in the Stamp Wholesaler 
recently attacked first day covers in this 
manner with statements so far from the 
truth that they cannot be ignored. 

Our friend says he has never seen first 
days bring face value of the stamps at 
auction (my how he does not get 
around!) and points to a recent sale of 
a $5 Presidential at $2.40. Now anyone 
knows (or should) that auctioneers sel- 
dom have auction lots which will sell for 
less than $1.00, for the simple reason 
they would lose money. Their costs of 
listing and handling such a lot would 
exceed their commission. It’s also true 
few first day covers sell for more than 
25c and the great majority of the most 
popular ones bring from 10c to 20c. Ob- 
viously no auctioneer is going to list 
these separately; so limits his listings 
to the higher priced items. Most auction

lots of FDs are as a consequence com- 
posed of batches of covers and as such 
miscellaneous lots are shunned by col- 
lectors who don’t want the duplicates, 
dealers are practically the only bidders, 
and dealers bid only as much as permits 
them a profit. 

To point to a sale at less than face 
of a $5 Prexy proves nothing unfavorable 
to FDCs. For one thing, that issue was 
a regular one, and most first day collec- 
tors collect only commemoratives. It 
cannot be overlooked that prices of cov- 
ers, as in all things depend on supply and 
demand and comparatively large quanti- 
ties were sent of this cover. About 
$90,000 of these stamps were used on 
the first day and that’s easily ten times 
the amount spent at the average first 
dav. The issue is still less than two years 
old and in philately that’s always a poor 
period in which to try to sell anything 
that recent. To pick an isolated sale of 
an item and comment upon it as if it 
were a typical instance, a common ocur- 
rence, is to put it mildly, misleading. 
It would be like saving that since there 
is only one copy of British Guiana No. 13 
and it sold for $32,500, that all stamps 
that are unique are also worth that sum. 
Anyone knows that is not the case. 

Our gloomy friend shows how little he 
knows about first days when he states 
“in the good old days each FDC collector 
was content with one cover” and that 
“now every collector must send six or 
eight or more with the result there are 
always more covers than collectors.” We 
can remember when first day collecting 
was really getting under way in 1926-29 
and darn few senders of FDCs limited 
themselves to but one cover. If there 
has been a change, it is that fewer 
covers are sent per collector nowadays. 

That many stamps have been torn off 
first day covers because the stamp was 
readily saleable as a used copy and the 
cover as such was not, doesn’t prove 
what our Danish feudist implies. The 2c 
and 5c Hawaii of 1928, which he uses as 
“horrible examples” have never been 
scarce on FDC. The average of the 
covers sent at that time was unattractive, 
for cachets were uncommon, and neatness 
was as yet a virtue unrecognized. Con- 
sequently the covers had scant sales 
appeal when compared to more recent 
ones. Few collectors nowadays send 
covers on plain envelopes, which answers 
any criticism of their lack of buying 
interest in those early ones. 

Most collectors of first day covers are 
forming their collections for pleasure, not 
profit. Naturally they would be pleased 
to see them become valuable, but com- 
mon sense tells them that prices averag- 
ing from 10c to 25c per cover are about 
right and that permits a profit. These 
people get a great deal of pleasure send- 
ing these covers and as it is unquestion- 
ably one form of stamp collecting, we 
see no motive other than a mercenary 
one in anyone trying to tar first days as 
a “racket.”

GUTHKE counts Oo” yee 
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Balbo's Death Recalls Curious Set 








The death of Air Marshal Italo Balbo 
during aerial fighting over Libia recently, 
recalls to philatelists the curious trip- 
tych form stamps issued in 1933 for use 
on letters carried in the 24-plane squad- 
ron the Marshal commanded. The stamps 
were designed by the whiskered general 
and are unique in stamp designs. The 
left portion of the stamp paid no postage, 
but the entire stamp was no good with- 
out it; the center portion paid the ordi- 
nary postage and the right portion paid 
the air free. Printed in sheets of 20, 
each stamp in the sheet bore the abbre- 
viated name of one of the pilots, the 
mails being intended to be carried in 
each plane. Newfoundland issued a 
stamp for the return flight by overprint- 
ing its current air stamp with new value 
and denomination as illustrated. This is 





the only stamp issued to bear the Gen- 
eral’s name. 

The flight to the Century of Progress 
and his other exploits made the general, 
one of the quadrumvirs of the Fascisti, 
very popular—too popular it is said to 











suit his superior, Mussolini. From that 
time Balboa was governor of the African 
colony of Libia, far removed from Rome. 
He took a leading part in bombing out 
of existence the Ethiopian Empire. 





156,000 Idaho Covers 


Postal officials report 156,429 first day 
covers were sent from Boise, Idaho, on 
July 3, first day of issue of the Statehood 
Stamp. 307,461 copies of the new stamp 
were sold on the same date at Boise. 
The new stamp is in a light shade of 
purple and attracted favorable comment, 
though the design was not the one de- 
sired by certain prominent Idaho groups. 
The usual first day cancels were applied 
with customary care and neatness. 





C. E. Hussman 


C. E. Hussman, a dealer established 
at St. Louis, Mo., for many years, died 
suddenly recently, we are advised, but 
no details are supplied.

Recent changes ordered in Railway 
Post Offices are as follows: As forecast, 
the Cleveland & Wheeling RPO is or- 
dered changed to Akron & Wheeling. The 
Cincinnati & Jacksonville RPO which 
was found with the Division abbrevia- 
tions of N(North), M(Middle) and S 
(South), has been changed to three 
new offices: Cincinnati & Chattanooga, 
Chattanooga & Atlanta, and Atlanta, Val- 
dosta & Jacksonville. Norfolk & Charles- 
ton has been changed to two divisions, 
East and West, and new cancels with 
“E. D.” and “W. D.” can be expected. 

Offices discontinued include: Fayette 
& Okmulgee; Spring Valley & N. Y.; Vil- 
lisca & St. Joseph; Phalanx Station & 
Dillonvale; Wishram & Bend; and Den- 
ver & Ft. Worth, M. D.

When we offered in our last column to 
mail covers on RPOs operating through 
Columbus, we didn’t expect to send any 
on train wrecks. Those of you whose 
covers were postmarked Cleveland & 
Columbus RPO, June 8, have covers 
from a train which was involved in a 
wreck (fortunately a minor one) in the 
Columbus yards. A switch thrown the 
wrong way caused the train to plow at 
low speed into a coal train on a parallel 
track. Damage to the passenger train 
was confined solely to one side of engine 
and tender and a dent in the corner of 
postal car. We don’t expect to be that 
lucky again. 





New contracts were recently let to the 
Alaska Steamship Co. of Seattle, Wash., 
for carrying mails incident to the Seattle 
& Seward RPO and Seattle & Skagway 
RPO. Both of these offices are carried 
in steamboats, the contracting company 
being required to furnish quarters for the 
postal clerk service and supply clerks 
with first-class accommodations, their 
board and lodging. The Seattle & Skag- 
way route runs via Ketchikan, Wrangell, 
Petersburg, Juneau, Haines, and some- 
times Sitka, to Skagway from April to 
September. The Seattle & Seward RPO 
operates via practically the same points 
plus Yakutat, Cordova and Valdez to 
Seward, but in the months of September 
to April only. Mails are exchanged with 
these post offices and any others which 
may be touched by the vessels as a result 
of unscheduled stops. Passengers on ship- 
board may post their mail at the RPO 
room. 





“Boat Lines of the Railway Mail Serv- 
ice” is the title of a short article in the 
July American Philatelist by Richard S. 








Clover, Chairman of the Postal Marking 
Unit of the A. P. S. Mr. Clover lists all 
the known RPOs that have operated on 
boats. The offices now believed to be in 
operation include: Alton Bay & Merry- 
mount (N. H.), Asquam Lake (N. H.), 
Baltimore & West Point (Md.-Va.), Bell- 
ingham & Anacortes (N. H.), Claremont 
& Hopewell (Va.), Cordova & Kodiak 
(Alaska), Dawson & Nenana (Alaska), 
Inlet & Old Forge (N. Y.), Juneau & 
Sitka (Alaska), Lake Winnepisaukee (N. 
H.), Nenana & St. Michaels (Alaska), 
Nenana & Eagle (Alaska), Seattle & 
Seward (Alaska), Truckee & Lake Ta- 
hoe (Calif.). The last named operates 
partly by rail. Mention has been made 
of the Lake Winnepisaukee office, which 
is believed to have changed its name. 
Some of these offices are summer ones 
only, so readers should watch for them 
on vacation mail.

on or about August 1. Since there are 
no RPO routes on the I. T. lines, it is 
assumed the cars will be remodeled for 
other uses,

The attention of the Department has 
been called to the irregular practice that 
has developed at some post offices in the 
mutilating of sheets of stamps in the 
main stock by the removal of plate num. 
ber blocks and other desired specimens 
therefrom for sale to stamp collectors, 
Such procedure is unauthorized and can- 
not be sanctioned. To facilitate the ac. 
counting in the future, postmasters are 
hereby directed to see that the main 
stock of stamp supplies is held intact in 
full sheets and banded packages, until 
needed for use in the filling of requisi- 
tions from stamp clerks and _ superin- 
tendents of stations. 

In like manner, it is expected that the 
stamp stocks of window clerks shall be 
retained in full sheets until needed for 
regular sale purposes. It is not permis- 
sible for stamp clerks to remove plate 
number blocks in advance from a large 
number of sheets for the benefit of indi- 
vidual purchasers. Plate blocks may, 
however, be laid aside, as sheets are 
broken for regular sales purposes, for the 
accommodation of local collectors, but 
distribution thereof must be made on an 
equitable basis. 


Since each sheet of stamps bears only 
one plate number, it would be obviously 
impossible to furnish a plate number 
with every purchase of commemorative 
stamps for collection use. So far as these 
requests cannot be met from the plate 
number blocks that accumulate in the 
regular course of business, applicants can 
reasonably be expected to purchase full 
sheets. 


It is the desire of the Department that 
postmasters and window clerks shall co- 
operate with local stamp collectors in 
supplying stamps of good quality needed 
for philatelic purposes so far as condi- 
tions will permit, but applicants for 
service beyond the scope of a post office 
to furnish should be referred to the Phil- 
atelic Agency, which was established to 
supplement the stamp facilities offered 
by local post offices. An itemized list of 
the various kinds of stamps available 
will be supplied to collectors on receipt of 
a postal card request addressed to the 
Philatelic Agency, Washington, D. C.

issues as a hindrance to counterfeiters. 
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For the third week in a row no Euro- 
pean shipments have been received in 
New York. As a result there is a dis- 
tinct shortage of recent new issues. With 
Hitler in control of the European Conti- 
nent and new restrictions imposed on the 
sending of stamps, I doubt if there will 
be much merchandising forthcoming in 
the near future. 





Several weeks ago I mentioned the 
new issue price of English Colonial 
stamps was based upon fluctuation of 
the pound sterling. This fact is again 
shown since some dealers advertised the 
recent Southern Rhodesia 50th anniver- 
sary set at prices quoted when the pound 
was selling at $3.20. These dealers found 
that they had to pay $4.00 for the pound 
without commission and insurance and as 
a result find themselves very much in 
the “hole.” 





Many dealers wondered if it would be 
worth their while to cable to France to 


secure the 1940 New York World’s Fair 
stamp, but with the change of govern- 
ments and new currency restrictions in 
France, they decided that it wouldn’t pay 
to spend any money on cables as it is 
very improbable that the original sources 
of supply would be reached. As yet the 
only shipment received in New York on 
these stamps was the one I mentioned 
three weeks ago, and the few dealers who 
received this shipment have been run 
ragged trying to fill their orders. 





At the recent Uptown auction sale, the 
high prices realized didn’t surprise me in 
the least, as Mr. Stryker always man- 
ages to secure U. S. stamps in the finest 
possible condition. 





Another auction house that always 
comes up with some mighty fine material 
is M. Ohlman. Mr. Ohlman’s 242nd sale 
is no exception, this sale has a combina- 
tion of very fine U. S. and foreign ma- 





terial. 





Agency Sales Decline 





Sales at the Philatelic Agency for the 
fiscal year of July 1, 1939-June 30, 1940, 
declined $211,346.19 from the total sales 
of the previous year. Sales for the cur- 
rent fiscal year just ended totalled $1,- 
100,670.29, representing 110,,04 individ- 
ual orders for stamps. The number of 
orders had declined but slightly, as 114,- 
828 had been filled in the previous fiscal 
year. Postmaster General Farley in an- 
nouncing the sales totals commented that 
these figures do not represent the com- 
plete sales of stamps to collectors since 
the larger post offices now maintain their 
own philatelic windows and he was fur- 
ther quoted as estimating “that several 
million dollars’ worth of stamps” were 
sold through these windows during the 
past year. Philatelic circles attribute the 
decline in sales of the Washington Agen- 
cy to the drop in speculative buying from 
the peak years of 1933-37. The 1939 
figures had shown a drop of nearly 35,000 
orders and some $373,000 in sales from 
the 1937-38 fiscal year totals.

Unlike other states Ohio collects its 
sales tax by stamps which are torn in 
two parts, one of which is given the cus- 
tomer as a receipt. They are not adhe- 
sives. To encourage people to insist on 
getting the receipt and thus make sure 
stamps are used the state pays $3.00 for 
each $100 face value of these used por- 
tions returned to the State Treasurer. 
Three persons were recently indicted af- 
ter they had allegedly cashed a second 
time some thousands of dollars of the 
stamps. State officials are also probing 
the reported forging of state tax stamps, 
but no public statements have been 
made.

THE QUESTION 


The question of the hour seems to be 
about the pricing of overprints on the 
Bureau Prints. The thing seems to divide 
itself into two parts or phases. Shall the 
overprints be priced as a class or shall 
separate prices be put on separate over- 
prints? I think the thing right now is 
still a little green to be picked but the 
publishers of the catalog want to come 
to some decision in the forthcoming cat- 
alog in August. Right now it seems that 
the obvious thing to do is to price the 
overprints generally, that is, a discount 
for those items with the overprints. 
There will be some dealers who will not 
like this but generally the collectors’ 
wishes will prevail and that is the decid- 
ing factor. There are some overprints 
that seem to be better than the general 
run of undecipherable smudging that is 
often found and perhaps in time to come 
these can be segregated and priced. The 
Cleveland NEA and the Montgomery 
Ward items from Albany, N. Y., are 
shining examples. There are and will be 
other items too that will be outstanding. 
It would be foolish to class this material 
with the ordinary smudgy rubber hand- 
stamp overprint. It is this point of view 
that the publishers would like to hear 
from the collectors as to their views and 
ideas. So if you feel like writing me or 
better still write Hoover Bros., the pub- 
lishers, your ideas about pricing of over- 
prints on bureaus. 


HoLpDouUTS 


E. S. Thresher, a writer in the Precan- 
cel Bee, keeps a check on the bureau 
items ordered and their appearance. He 
has noted that the 4%4c Milwaukee or- 
dered in September, 1938, has never ap- 
peared. The next longest holdout is the 
Yc Sioux Falls. This one has the boys 
worried for they can’t figure how an of- 
fice that size could hold onto a half mil- 
lion stamps with their limited credit and 
are afraid they have shipped them back. 
Two other holdouts are both 1%c ords. 
Fort Worth and Joplin are the two cities. 
The above are all Presidentials. The 
Champ in the past issue is the 17c Pitts- 
burgh, almost six years and no signs yet. 
Just what happened to these is still a 
mystery. 


BUREAU Prints As INVESTMENT 

Mr. E. T. Goodwin, writing in the 
July issue of the PRECANCEL FORUM, 
says that he has noted recently where 
commentators have questioned Bureau 
Prints as an investment but had failed to 
say just which kind of stamps would be 
food investment. Here is Mr. Good- 
win’s own comment: 


“I have recently sold two coil pairs for 
$90.00 that cost me about 60c ten years 
ago. I sold USA commemoratives at 
face that I bought about same time. Also 
I sold two collections at a fair price. No 
one can expect ALL Buros to show a big 





profit but if one collects all, some of them 
will be good and all should show a fair 
profit, though they may not sell into the 
hundred dollar class. Bear in mind you 
are paying 2 to 7 times face when you 
get them. I had rather risk my money 
on a 500 thousand issue stamp sold lo- 
cally than a 75 million issue stamp sold 
everywhere.”

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A. P. S. Convention Plans 





The American Philatelist, official jour- 
nal of the American Philatelic Society, 
contains in the current number a resume 
of plans and program for the coming 
A. P. S. Convention at Buffalo, N. Y., 
August 12 to 16 in the Hotel Statler. 
Attempts are being made to make this a 
“streamlined” convention by reducing 
the convention sessions dealing with re- 
ports to a minimum and by having re- 
ports printed and distributed to attend- 
ants in advance so that floor discussion 
will be brief. 

Among topics to be discussed will be 
that of a permanent home for the so- 
ciety; a nation-wide program for junior 
activities; the Society taking the lead in 
steps to have all repaired stamps indel- 
ibly marked; appointment of a field sec- 
retary; publication of a philatelic ency- 
clopedia; establishment of a national phi- 
latelic museum; a code of ethics for col- 
lectors; and many others. Papers upon 
controversial subjects will be read each 
morning at the sessions, with plenty of 
opportunity for debate. 

The exhibition will contain about 500 
frames and the star entry so far obtained 
is a large part of the famed 3c 1851 
cover collection of the leading authority 
on those stamps, Dr. Carroll Chase. En- 
try fee is one dollar per frame and appli- 
cations are being taken by Adolph Steeg, 
1048 Genesee St., Buffalo. Medals and 
certificates will be awarded winners in 
33 classifications. 

Convention entertainment features will 
include tours of the Buffalo district, no- 
tably a dinner dance at the General 
Brock Hotel roof overlooking the illumi- 
nated Niagara Falls. An airplane trip 
is also on the schedule. On Wednesday 
evening, Eugene Klein will conduct an 
auction which includes a collection of 
over 300 90c 1869. Catalogs may be ob- 
tained by writing him at 212 S. 13th 
St., Philadelphia, Pa. 

The banquet will take place on Thurs- 
day evening, program not yet being com- 
pleted. The next day the convention 
will adjourn with a farewell luncheon at 
the Statler. Hotel reservations are being 
handled by Robert H. Zahm, 134 Eagle 
St., Buffalo. Buffalo stamp clubs are 
preparing a warm welcome for attend- 
ants.

“Are 3c stamped envelopes which have 
the color on the inside of the envelope 
and the embossed stamp design colorless 
on the outside, rare?” With color on the 
back, or no color at all, these stamped 
envelope errors and freaks are of very 
little value. Dealers sell them for 5c to 
25c, with the lowest quotation being for 
envelopes that are commonest, such as 
2c and 3c. The envelopes with colorless 
embossed design only are termed “al- 
binos” and are found frequently, due to 
manner of manufacture and the frequent 
failure of inspectors to detect them be- 
fore envelopes are packed. All sorts of | 
envelope freaks are frequently found, and | 
despite their low value are of interest to 
many collectors. 


“Where may I obtain the addresses of 
the ships of the U. S. battle fleet which 
have post offices; also marine and air- 
craft post offices?” All the post offices | 
on naval vessels and shore stations are 
with very few exceptions branches of the 
New York City post office and the list 
of these offices may be found under that 
city in the current U. S. Post Office 
Guide which may be examined upon re- 
quest at any post office, or a copy may 
be obtained for $2 from the Supt. of 
Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington. This list is never up to} 
date as there are frequent changes among 
the navy offices and the monthly supple- 
ments must be checked. For a list of all 
naval vessels, the Supt. of Documents 
sells for 75c the Navy Directory, which 
contains this data, but does not indicate 
which ones have post offices. However, 
practically every ship in commission with 
exception of such small vessels as tugs, 
have a post office. Upon request the 
New York postmaster will send you a 
mimeographed list of the naval vessel 
branches of his office, but be sure to 
send 3c for postage. 





An inquiry to Linprint asks if the 
“Complete U. S. Albums” advertised re- 
cently on the back page include REAL 
stamps. We hasten to state for the ben- 
efit of this reader and any other that 
LINPRINT does not deal in stamps and 
the prices for albums and pages are for 
just those, no stamps. The albums con- 
tain ruled spaces for YOU to mount 
stamps. 





“What are ‘Imperfs’?” Stamps issued 
without perforations are termed “imper- 
forated” and “imperfs” is just a contrac- 
tion of that word. A “block of 5c Na- 
tional Parks stamps imperforate” may 
also be described as ‘“‘a block of 5c Parks 
imperfs.” 





“What are ‘mints’?” Many collectors 


refer to mint stamps simply as “mints.” 
A mint stamp is an unused stamp in the 
identical condition in which it was issued. 
The stamp could be terribly centered, 


normally however has gum and has had 
the gum removed, can no longer be 
termed mint. Some countries such as 
Nicaragua, due to climate, issue stamps 
without gum, and such stamps are prop- 
erly termed mint. 


A reader inquires why he has found a 
3c Idaho stamp with cancellation of Clay 
Center, Kansas, dated July 3, though the 
stamp was supposed to be issued on the 
first day only at Boise, Idaho. Every 
time a new stamp is printed and sup- 
plies of it are sent to post offices in ad- 
vance of the first day date, some offices 
where orders either are not read or un- 
derstood, place the stamps on sale. Such 
unauthorized releases have no standing 
in philately and are worth very little.

Whether this should 
be classified as an error has been debated, 
some claiming it deserves no more recog.
